pernicious. I have seen trainers be- 
fore races give boys cold do'.iches, 
aromatic 
spirits 
and 
strychnine. 


There may be something in stimu- 
lants, but ray experience has not 
found it. I have never used stim- 
ulants on a good man. and no others 
ought to compete. The best stimu- 
lant is Nature. Let Nature alone! 


"I advocate a gymnasium for every 


branch or club. 
It is a valuable 


thing to have, but good work can be 
done without an elaborate outfit. Ar- 
range a few simple weights and bars, 
inside or outside, and you will get 
great good from the experiment." 


George Kistler. Penn's swimming 


instructor, addressed the physical di- 
rectors on the value of swimming as 
an exercise and the advance of the 
sport in the past twenty years. In 
1SS-5. Professor Kistler pointed out, 
the 100-yard was done in im.

a horse in regular work is suddenly 
laid by. as from lameness or other 
a-cident. he must forthwith be served 
with a mild cathartic like a pint ot 
raw linseed oil. or a mild aloes ball 
of two or three drachms.

are usually rest days, and according- 
ly Saturday's mid-day and night ra- 
tions should be Mght in character, as 
those of the holiday itself. 
Thou- 


sand of cases of azoturia are notice- 
able in all cities every year, and this 
is what troubles nearly all the horses 
we see flat in the street so frequent- 
ly. 
Ninety per cent, of these cases 


occur on Mondays, for the reason 
that the careless owners have not 
lessened the feed upon the previous 
day. when the hard-working animal 
was suddenly allowed a complete 
rest. At least five miles daily is re- 
quired to keep most horses fit. and 
they are generally r.ll the better for a 
ten-mile pilgrimage between break- 
fast and supper, but every individual 
cr.r.e varies."—F. M. Ware, in "Con- 
dition in the Horse and How to At- 
tain It, " in The Outing Magazine.

'neat given off by the human body 
within twenty-tour hours would be 
sufficient, if concentrated, to bring a 
nine-inch cube of steel to a white 
heat. It is this h^at which literally 
burns v.p the body, and the very first 
day that a man ceases to renew the 
tissues by taking food he loses about 
half a pound or a pound in weight. 


Brain workers give off a greater 


amount of heat than physical work- 
ers; hence they are more liable to 
collapse. 
After overwork they are 


obliged to lie up till they can obtain 
more capital—in other words, they 
have been consumed by the fire of the 
body at a quicker rats than it takes 
nature to supply a quantity of fresh 
tissue amd muscle.—Detroit 
Tribune.

Virgin QueeM, may be fitly styled the 
Elizabeth of Egypt.

Queen Aahn»es, 
was early associated with her father,

On 
another wall is depicted the cere-

tures is" that T.'hich represents the re- 
turn of the great naval expedition 
which she sent to the incense pro- 
ducing land of Punt, probably So- 
maliiand, vvhicii under Xashi, her 
Admiral, the Raleigh of the period, 
returns laden with rich treasure and 
strange animals, birds and plants. 
The new volume on the exploration 
which has just been issued by the 
exploration fund contains some yery 
interestiag matter, for it relates to 
the shrine of Amen-Ra and the fore- 
court, all of which were richly decor- 
ated with sculptures. 


The shrine, -which consisted of 


two rooms, was entered by a lofty 
granite doorway, and on either side 
of the door representations of the 
man queen, wearing the crowns of 
upper and lower Egypt. A specially 
interesting scene here represents the 
Queen being brought before Amen, 
and tire god Thoth. or Hermes, acts 
as priest, and Introduces her with a 
curious address: 


"She salutes thee; she sneaks (to 


thee).- 
She cools thee with water, 


she gives thee Incense. The double 
Is satisfied when she fumigates thee 
with the eye of thy own body, her 
Incense. 
O, Amen, lord of the 


thrones of the two lands, when thou 
rest;tn in thy abode, where thy beau- 
ties are worshiped, grant her life, 
strength and.happiness." 


Such is the threshold prayer. The 


shrine ao doubt contained the two 
sacred boats of the morning and 
evening, boats in which he sailed 
across the sky. 
In the inner and 


shrine chamber was the splendid 
shrine of ebony, in which the statua 
of the god was kept.

To secure this they herd the aphides, 
much as if they were little green cat- 
tle.

Care of Creamery Milk. 


In response to the Produce Re- 


view's request for instructions to pa- 
trons as to the b^est care of milk 
from the stable to the creamery, the 
following directions were prepared: 


This is a very important question, 


and 
every farmer and butter or 


cheesemaker should give it his ut- 
most attention. 
If the milk comes 


from a healthy cow, and is kept in 
a clean and sanitary place and given 
proper care, then every graduate of 
any dairy school is able to make good 
butter or cheese to grade extra. This 
very subject came up in this factory 
three years ago, and I wrote out the 
following rules, which I handed to 
the' patrons, and the result was a 
success: 


Remove the milk of every cow at 


once from the stable to a clean, dry 
room, where the air is pure and sweet. 
Do not allow cans to remain in sta- 
bles while they are being filled. 


Strain the milk through a metal 


gauze and a flannel cloth or layer of 
cotton as soon as it is drawn. Aerate 
and cool the milk as soon as strained. 
The milk should be aired first. This 
must be done in pure air, and it 
should then be cooled to about sixty 
degrees Fahrenheit, or temperature 
of the water. 


Never close a can containing warm 


milk which lias ,been aerated. 
If 


cover is left o£ the can, a piece of 
cloth or mosquito netting should be 
used to keep out the insects. 


Milk should be held in tanks of 


fresh, cold water (flowing water pre- 
ferred) in a clean, dry, cold room. 
It should be stirred with a tin stirrer 
often enough to prevent forming a 
tbick cream layer. 


Keep the night milk under shel- 


ter, so rain cannot get into the cans. 
In warm weather hold it in a tank 
of fresh water. 


Xever mix fresh, warm milk with 


that which has been cooled. 
Do not 


allow milk to freeze. 
Cleanliness 


and cold are the only 
preventives 


needed in the milk for this purpose. 


All milk sho?ild be in good condi- 


tion when delivered. When cans are 
•hauled far they should be fell, and 
carried in a spring wagon. In hot 
weather cover the cans, when moved 
in a wagon, with a clean, we.t blank- 
et or canvass.

occupied in making dairy products at

Abort 


It is a mistake to let milk cool be- 


fore separating, as it invariably en- 
tails a 'oss of butter fat. 
Separation 


should take plac* Immediately after 
milking. 


On the :sland of Jersey, the home 


of the Jersey cattle, AO attention is 
paid to the color of the animal, the 
great aim of the best br*e4ers being; 
a graceful form and grand milking 
qualities. 
There are many colors 


there, from the silver gray down to 
the common red and m-hite and a few, 
very few, black. 


Now is the time to decide what 


shall be grown for the late summer 
feeding to keep up the flow of milk. 
In estimating the value of a given 
food, take into consideration the di- 
gestible part only. The share of the 
protein for instance that, under or- 
dinary circumstances, passes through 
the cow undigested, is of no value so 
far as she is concerned and should 
not be counted upon in calculating 
the amount of material she would 
receive in her daily ration. 
Aside 


from alfalfa, corn of course is among 
the best forage plants, but cow peas, 
kaffir corn, sorghum and millet are 
worthy of attention. 


The dairy cow should be bred for 


generation in milking lines; she 
should be of a typical dairy tpye and 
a. strong vigorous constitution and 
milking capacity which are nearly 
always inherited qualities. 


"\\~herever cows are kept, the cream 


is regarded as the important part of 
the milk, while the skim milk goes to 
the pigs or poultry. Of course, it is 
utilized and ultimately comes around 
as food, but it may be better to make 
a more direct use of it. 
The skim 


milk contains a valuable portion of 
the most nutritious food. In taking 
the cream, only a portion of the nutri- 
ment is removed. The skim milk is 
allowed to become slightly sour, or 
clabbered. 
The pan is then set on 


a cool part of the stove to warm 
gently, or on the top of a kettle of 
boiling water. 
It should get no 


warmer than the heat of new milk, 
when the whey will appear clear and 
separate from the curd. When repa- 
ration takes place, pour the whole 
into a "bag of thin material and hang 
to drain. 
"When it ceases to drip, 


turn the curd from the bag and mix 
with salt and a little cream.—The 
Epitomist. 


Suggestions to Farmers. 


It pays to be amiable in the cow 


stable. 


Xever strike a cow. Never speak 


roughly to her. 


Anything irregular affects the per- 


centage of butler fats. 


Pet the cows; pet the heifers: give 


them a little sugar with the salt. 


Sugar will help to gentle any cow 


that is inclined to be nervous and 
wild. Try it. 


A new milker will at first get less 


mi:k from a cow than one to whom 
the animal is accustomed. 


In no, section of the country should 


a poultry house be so constructed 
that fowls in it will be subjected to 
draughts. 


In buying a horse reject one with 


scraggy hips. They never do credit 
to feeding, particularly if also slack 
in the loins. 


The larger the animal the larger 


must be the sustenance ration, which 
must be deducted from the feed be- 
fore the profit begins. 


After the harvest work is finished 


up is a good time to put in a drain- 
age where needed. 
This is some- 


thing that should be done thoroughly 
and well, and not hurriedly. 


In order to keep poultry, it is not 


necessary that they be allowed to 
run around the kitchen door. They 
will do just as well if the table scraps 
are carried to them elsewhere. 


Reject a horse with forelegs not 


straight. ' They will not stand wear. 
Stand behind the horse as he walks 
away from you and you will be able 
to notice these defects if they exist. 


Good profit can be made on poul- 


try raising as an independent enter- 
prise, but up to a certain limit poul- 
try meat and eggs can be produced 
more cheaply on the farm than any 
place else.

A New Alloy. 


Two parts cif aluminum and one 
part of zinc form an alloy to which 
has been given the name “alzene.” 
It is equal in strength to good cast- 
iron and superior to it in the m atter 
of elastic limit. 
It takes a fine, 
smooth finish and does not readily 
oxidize. 
The color is white. 
It melts 
at a low red heat and is very iluid, 
running freely to the extremities of 
the mold and filling small or thin 
parts. 
Great care must be exercised 
in melting it, particularly when mix­ 
ing the two metals, in order to pre­ 
serve its smooth working qualities. 
It is somewhat brittle, and hence 
unsuited to such pieoes as require 
the toughness possessed 
by brass. 
The tensile strength is approximately

Ant« Live on Lice* 


In their migration from plant to 
plant the lice are often aided by their 
foster-mothers, the ants, for many 
species are carefully cared for and 
guarded by the ever diligent ants. A 
peculiar, sweetish liquid called “hon­ 
ey dew,” is secreted by the aphides 
of which the ants are extremely fond. 
To secure this they herd tlxe aphides, 
much as if they were little green cat­ 
tle. 
Frequently an ant may be seen 
tapping an aphid with her antennae, 
upon which a drop of the honey dew 
is exuded and 
quickly lapped 
up. 
Thus, the ants are probably entirely 
responsible for carrying the young 
aphides which affect the strawberry 
roots in Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey and elsewhere, from the fo­ 
liage down to the roots, and for car­ 
rying them from plant to plant, as 
the plants wither from their injury. 
The melon louse is similarly carried 
oy the ants 
f morilhl2S394590$P 
by the ants from hill to hill. 
But 
most rem arkable of all is the case of 
the corn-root aphis, which lays its 
eggs in an ts1 nests in the fall, where 
they are carefully guarded all Winter 
and in the spring the young aphides 
are carried by the ants to the roots 
of their favorite food plants.— E. D. 
Sandersou, in Garden Magazine.

Suggestions About Dairying. 


It is a m istake to let milk cool be­ 
fore separating, as it invariably en­ 
tails a 1oss of butter fat. 
Separation 
should take place imrtftdtately after 
milking. 


On the island of Jersey, the home 
of the Jersey cattle, no attention is 
paid to the color of tbe anim al, the 
great aim of the best br^eflers being 
a graceful form and grand milking 
qualities. 
There are many colors 
there, from the silver gray down to 
the common red and white and a few, 
very few, black. 


Now is the time to decide what 
shall be grown for the late sum m er 
feeding to keep up the flow of milk. 
In estimating the value of a given 
food, take into consideration the di­ 
gestible part only. 
The share of the 
protein for instance that, under or­ 
dinary circumstances, passes through 
the cow undigested, is of no value so 
far as she is concerned and should 
not be counted upon in calculating 
the am ount of m aterial she would 
receive in her daily ration. 
Aside 
from alfalfa, corn of course is among 
the best forage plants, but cow peas, 
kaffir corn, sorghum and millet are 
worthy of attention. 


The dairy cow should be bred for 
generation 
in 
milking 
lines; 
she 
should be of a typical dairy tpye and 
a strong vigorous constitution and 
milking capacity which are nearly 
always inherited qualities. 


W herever cows are kept, the cream 
is regarded as the im portant part of 
the milk, while the skim milk goes to 
the pigs or poultry. 
Of course, it is 
utilized and ultimately comes around 
as food, but it may be better to m ake 
a more direct use of it. 
The skim 
milk contains a valuable portion of 
the most nutritious food. 
In taking 
the cream, only a portion of th en u tri- 
ment is removed. 
The skim milk is 
allowed to become slightly sour, or 
clabbered. 
The pan is then set on 
a cool part of the stove to warm 
gently, or on the top of a kettle of 
boiling 
water. 
It 
should get 
no 
warm er than the heat of new milk, 
when the whey will appear clear and 
separate from the curd. 
W hen repa­ 
ration takes place, pour the whole 
into a bag of thin m aterial and hang 
to drain. 
W hen it ceases to drip, 
turn the curd from the bag and mix 
with salt and a little cream .— The 
Epitomist.

Care of Creamery Milk. 


In response to the Produce Re­ 
view's request for instructions to pa­ 
trons as to the b#est care of milk 
from the stable to the creamery, the 
following directions were prepared: 
This is a very im portant question, 
and 
every farm er 
and butter 
or 
cheesemaker should give it his u t­ 
most attention. 
If the milk comes 
from a healthy cow, and is kept in 
a clean a*nd sanitary place and given 
proper care, then every graduate of 
any dairy school is able to make good 
butter or cheese to grade extra. This 
very subject came up in this factory 
three years ago, and I wrote out the 
following rules, which I handed to 
the* patrons, and the result was a 
success: 


Remove the milk of every cow at 
once from the stable to a clean, dry 
room, where the air is pure and sweet. 
Do not allow cans to rem ain in sta­ 
bles while they are being filled. 


Strain the milk through a metal 
gauze and a flannel cloth or layer of 
cotton as soon as it is drawn. Aerate 
and cool the milk as soon as strained. 
The milk should be aired first. This 
must be done in pure air, and it 
should then be cooled to about sixty 
degrees Fahrenheit, or tem perature 
of the water. 


Never close a can containing warm 
milk which has ^been aerated. 
If 
cover is left off the can, a piece of 
cloth or mosquito netting should be 


Pet the cows; pet the heifers; give 
them a little sugar with the salt. 


Sugar will help to gentle any cow 
that, is inclined to be nervous and 
wild. 
Try it. 


A new m ilker will at first get less 
milk from a cow than one to whom 
the animal is accustomed. 


In no section of the country should 
a poultry house be so constructed 
that fowls in it will be subjected to 
draughts. 


In buying a horse reject one with 
scraggy hips. 
They never do credit 
to feeding, particularly if also slack 
in the loins. 


The larger the animal the larger 
m ust be the sustenance ration, which 
must be deducted from the feed be­ 
fore the profit begins. 


After the harvest work is finished 
up is a good time to put in a drain­ 
age where needed. 
This is some­ 
thing that should be done thoroughly 
and well, and not hurriedly. 


In order to keep poultry, it is not 
necessary th a t they be allowed to 
run around the kitchen door. 
They 
will do just as well if the table scraps 
are carried to them el&ewhere. 


Reject a horse with forelegs not 
straight. 
They will not stand wear. 
Stand behind the horse as he walks 
away from you and you will be able 
to notice these defects if they exist. 


Good profit can be made on poul­ 
try raising as an independent enter­ 
prise, but up to a certain limit poul­ 
try m eat and eggs can be produced 
more cheaply on the farm than any 
place else.

that being,” says the Seattle 
Tinves.

performing so-called miracles, such as 
holding the hands and arms in boil­ 
ing water and not being burned, shot 
with poisoned arrows and not being 
harmed, bitten by rattlesnakes and 
not poisoned and many other tests 
that I have witnessed, they are ac­ 
cepted as holy or wi*e men. 
The 
Indians 
believe that 
they- can- get 
the word direct from God, or the 
Great Spirit, the same as the wise 
men and seers of old used to do. 
I have asked these intelligences to 
tell 
me about the cause of earth­ 
quakes and tidal waves, and they ex­ 
plain it like this: 


“ They say volcanoes are the safety 
valves of the earth; that the rim of 
the earth is gradually cooling. 
As 
it cools it contracts, making the pres­ 
sure on the hot lava in the interior 
greater. A t last something must give 
way, the rim must crack open, or the 
volcanoes must burst forth and emit 
this compressed Lava.

• ••»••••••» UCH of the strength developed by socialism is due to the 


fact that socialists advocate certain reforms which individu- 
alists also advocate. 
Take, for illustration, the public own- 


ership of waterworks. It is safe to say that a large ma- 
jority of the people living in cities of any considerable size 
favor their public ownership—individualists because it Is 
practically Impossible to have more than one water system 
in a city, and socialists on the general ground that the gov- 
ernment should own ail the means of production and distri- 


bution. The sentiment In favor of municipal lighting plauts is not yet so 
strong, and the sentiment in favor of public telephones and public street car 
lines is still less pronounced; bat the same general principles apply to them, 
and individualists, without accepting the creed of socialism, can advocate the. 
extension of municipal ownership to these utilities. 


Then, too. scree of the strength of socialism is due to its condemnation 


of abuses which, while existing under individualism, are not at all necessary 
to indvidualism—abases which the Individualists are as anxious as the so- 
cialists to remedy. It is not only consistent with individualism, but is a 
necessary implication of It. that the competing parties should be placed upon 
substantially equal footing: for competition is not worthy of that name If 
one party is able arbitrarily to fix the terms of the agreement, leaving .the 
other with no choice but to submit to the terms prescribed. 
Individualists, 


for instance, can consistently advocate usury laws which fix the rate of in- 
terest to be charged, these laws being justified on the ground that the bor- 
rower and the lender do not stand upon an equal footing. "Where the money- 
lender is left free to take advantage of the necessities of the borrower, the 
so-called freedom of contract is really freedom to extort. Upon the 
same 


ground, society can justify legislation against child labor and legislation lim- 
iting the hours of adult labor. One can believe in competition and stiil fa- 
vor such limitations and restrictions* as will make the competition real and ef- 
fective. To advocate individualism it is no more necessary to excuse the 
abuses to which competition may lead than It is to defend the burning of a 
city because fire is essential to human comfort, or to praise a tempest be- 
cause air is necessary to human life.—The Century.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Always slice your onions and ea- 


cumbers two or three hours before 
you put them into a salad and let 
them He in cold water. 


Turpentine will remove tar from any 


kind of fabric. 


Always wash the dishcloth thorough- 


ly and hang in. the sunshine to dry 
after each using. 


Handkerchiefs will have a faint 


scent of violets if a small piece of 
orris root is put in the water in which 
they are boiled. 


\Vheii roas:ing or baking meat in 


the oven place the dripping pan on 
a disli of water to prevent the gravy 
burning or bailing away. 


Chocoiate and cocoa stains can be 


removed by wash-ing the fabric with 
soap in tepid water. 


If clothes are hung on the line neat- 


ly and smoothly much labor will be 
saved 
when the time for ironing 


comes. 


A tablespoonful of paraffin added to 


each three gallons of water when boil- 
ing white clothes will help to remove 
the stains. 


Kave handy a stone or steel for 


sharpening knives and keep tae knives 
in good condition. Good tools make 
rapid work. 


If eggs are to be boiled hard, have 


tiie water boiling when the eggs are 
pi.t in it. This will prevent the yolks 
turning dark. 


Add a pinch of salt to cream before 


whipping and whip It in a pitcher, as 
it will v.-hip mere quickly than in a 
bowl. 


People with poor digestion should 


drink no water w;;h meals, but take 
a glassful half an hour before, and 
drink plentifully as hour or so after 
each meal. 


A child's school lunch basket can 


be kept sweet and clean by dipping 
it firs: into hot salt water, then into 
cold "Rater about once a month. Dry 
quickly by the fire or in the -sunshine.

UCH of the strength developed by socialism is due to the 
fact that socialists advocate certain reforms which individu­ 
alists also advocate. 
Take, for illustration, the public own­ 
ership of waterworks. 
It is safe to say that a large ma­ 
jority of the people living in cities of any considerable size 
favor their public ownership—individualists because it is 
practically impossible to have more than one water system 
in a city, and socialists on the general ground that the gov­ 
ernment should own all the means of production and distri­ 
bution. 
The sentiment in favor of municipal lighting plauts is not yet so 
strong, and the sentiment in favor of public telephones and public street car 
lines is still less pronounced; but the same general principles apply to them, 
and individualists, without accepting the creed of socialism, can advocate the 
extension of municipal ownership to these utilities. 


Then, too, some of the strength of socialism is due to its condemnation 
of abuses which, while existing under individualism, are not at all necessary 
to indvidualism—abuses which the individualists are as anxious as the so­ 
cialists to remedy. 
It is not only consistent with individualism, but is a 
necessary Implication of it, that the competing parties should be placed upon 
substantially equal footing; for competition is not worthy of that name if 
one party is able arbitrarily to fix the terms of the agreement, leaving the 
other with no choice but to submit to the terms prescribed. 
Individualists, 
for Instance, can consistently advocate usury law’s which fix the rate of In­ 
terest to be charged, these laws being justified on the ground that the bor­ 
rower and the lender do not stand upon an equal footing. 
Where the money­ 
lender is left free to take advantage of the necessities of the borrower, the 
so-called freedom of contract is really freedom to extort. 
Upon the 
same 
ground, society can justify legislation against child labor and legislation lim­ 
iting the hours of adult labor. 
One can believe in competition and still fa­ 
vor such limitations and restrictions as will make the competitign real and ef­ 
fective. 
To advocate individualism it is no more necessary to excuse the 
abuses to which competition may lead than it is to defend the burning of a 
city because fire is essential to human comfort, or to praise a tempest be­ 
cause air is necessary to human life.—The Century.

Always slice your onions and cu­ 
cumbers two or three hours before 
you put them into a salad and let 
them lie in cold water. 


Turpentine will remove tar from any 
kind of fabric.

A tablespoonful of paraffin added to 
each three gallons of water when boil­ 
ing white clothes will help to remove 
the stains. 


Have handy a stone or steel for 
sharpening knives and keep the knives 
in good condition. 
Good tools make 
rapid work. 


If eggs are to be boiled hard, havs 
the water boiling when the eggs are 
put in it. 
This will prevent the yolks 
turning dark. 


Add a pinch of salt to cream before 
whipping and whip it in a pitcher, a»s 
it will whip more quickly than in a 
bowl. 


People with poor digestion should 
drink no water with meals, but take 
a glassful half an hour before, and 
drink plentifully an hour or so after 
each meal. 


A child’s school lunch basket can 
be kept sweet and clean by dipping 
it first into hot salt water, then into 
cold water about once a month.

Vermont is

famine, and consequently the 
Ver- 


monter. who takes his gum after meals 
with as much regularity as the New 
York club man takes his cocktail be- 
fore dinner, is sad. writes the Ben- 
nington correspondent of the 
Xew 


York World. Already the retail price 
is $2 a pound for the best grade of 
crystal lump and molded stick (made 
from boiled pitch) has taken Its place 
In many of the poorer families. 


The supply of gum has been falling 


off steadily ever since paper makers 
began using spruce wood for pulp, and 
it is only a matter of time when there 
will be none at all. This year the ex- 
ceptional decrease is due to the inabil- 
ity of the gatherers to get about read- 
ily in the woods. 


The gum is crystalized pitch which 


exudes from the seams of the treea 
during the hot summer momths. As 
the weather cools the pitch forms in 
crystals, and this is 
picked By the 


gatherers or gummers after the snow 
comes. As the best gum trees grow 
on exposed cliffs and rocky, uneven 
ground, the gummers take advantage 
of deep snows and snowshoes ta gath- 
er the supply. When there is 
little 


snow it is impossible to get about. In 
the best reaches of foresx timber and 
the supply dwindles. 


Last winter there was little sno'w 


until March^and by that time the sea- 
son had passed. Lon Bishop, of Glas- 
txmbury. who has spent fifty of his 
sixty-four years In the woods, shoot- 
ing, 
trapping, fishing and gumming, 


has just brought his, winter gum haul 
here to be marketed. He bears out 
the other gummers in saying that the 
season is the worst in his experience.

Planted 35 Years Ago in Greeley. 


It is a pleasing coincidence that 
the oldest and largest tree in Gree­ 
ley was planted by the oldest woman 
in town, Mrs. Abigail Dunham, now 
in her ninetieth year. 


The tree is a cottonwood, one of 
the many surrounding the Dunham 
residence 
on 
Eighth 
avenue 
and 
Twelfth street, and attracts instant 
attention not only because of its 
size, but also because of jts symme­ 
try. 
The tree measures fifteen feet 
in cirmumference and is seventy-five 
feet high. 


When Greeley was young, in fact, 
when it had just celebrated its first 
birthday, in 1S71, the women colon­ 
ists began to long for the green fields 
and forests of their New England 
homes. 
The men, too, missed the 
verdure and began to talk about set­ 
ting out trees and shrubbery. 
At 
that time the late ex-Gov. B. H. 
Eaton was living on his river ranch 
near where is now located the town 
of Windsor. 
He told the colonists 
that on his rach were growing a 
number of small trees which they 
might have by coming after them. 


Mrs. Dunham’s husband and N. 
C. Meeker, the founder ,of the col­ 
ony, availed themselves of this offer 
and made a three days’ trip to the 
Eaton 
ranch, bringing 
home fifty 
saplings. 
When the trees arrived 
Mrs. Dunham selected the smallest in 
the lot, which was loss than four 
feet high, and planted it with her 
own hands. 
Perhaps there was vir­ 
tue in her touch, for the cottonwood 
grew and thrived above all others. 
One 
day 
a 
crusade 
was 
started 
against the cottonwood trees. 
Peo­ 
ple said that the soft, cottony seeds 
were blown upon their lawns and 
made them untidy. 
The big tree 
was a cotton bearer and the edict 
came that it must go. 


But somehow it was not slain with 
the others. 
Perhaps the woodman 
was tender hearted because of the 
associations hovering about it, or 
maybe because of the aged woman 
who stood looking on— anyway, its 
life was spared, and it still stands, 
the noblest of them all, sturdy, beau­ 
tiful and helpful, in its old age, lik<? 
the pioneer woman who planted it 
thirty-five years ago.— Greeley cor­ 
respondence Denver Republican.

Peter Besancon, who was one of La­ 
fayette’s followers, and who died at 
Warsaw, N. Y., in 1855, is believed 
to have been the longest surviving 
witness of Andre’s death, which oc­ 
curred October. 1780. 


The annals of many countries bear 
witness to occasional instances of 
longevity in those “whose business 
'tis to die.'* Samuel Gibson, who was 
a soldier at Waterloo, died Decem­ 
ber 15, 1S91, aged 101/ 
Who was 
tho last Waterloo officer is the sub­ 
ject of considerable doubt, but the 
distinction was claimed for Lieuten­ 
ant Maurice Shea, who died Febru­ 
ary 5, 1892, and who fell short one 
year of being a centenarian. Veteran 
sailors are almost as common as 
veteran soldiers. 
Admiral Sir Provo 
Wallis, who died February 13, 1802, 
in his 101st year, was one of the 
Lieutenants of the Shannon when 
she captured the Chesapeake in IS 13. 
Rear Admiral Thomas O. Selfridge 
tho elder, of our own navy, who was 
born in 1S04, was a rival of Wallis 
in length of days. 


Lives that span the historic past 
and the present are commoner than 
are generally supposed. 
On June 18 
the son of a Revolutionary soldier 
took part in decorating at Saugus the 
graves of his father's comrades.—

The supply of gum has been falling 
off steadily ever since paper makers 
began using spruce wood for pulp, an !

The gum is crystalized pitch whi'-h 
exudes from the seams of

Entrekin found 
the negroes quarreling in Tincup alloy 
and ordered them to leave.

groes, who arc powerful men. knocked 
tho policeman down and cut his throat 
and slashed him in a shocking man- 
ner. 


When tho negroes thought they had 
killed their victim they fled, with a

a horse in regular work is suddenly 
laid by, as from lameness or other 
a cident. he must forthwith be served 
with a mild cathartic like a pint ot 
raw linseed oil. or a mild aloes ball 
of two or three drachms. 
Sundays 
are usually rest days, and according- 
ly Saturday's mid-day and night ra- 
tions should be Mght in character, aa 
those of tho holiday itself. 
Thou- 
sand of cases of azoturia are notice- 
able In all cities every year, and this 
is what troubles nearly all the horses 
we see fiat in tho street so frequent- 
ly.

two temples at Dler-el-Bahari, 
the 
older the 
funeral temple of 
King 
Menthuetep III. of the Twelfth Dy- 
nasty. about B. C. 2500, tho later the 
splendid fane erected by the great 
Queen Hatshepsu about B. C. 1500. 


This latter temple Is the one on 
which so much time and money have 
been expended. 
The outlay has not 
been wasted, lor we have restored to 
us the 
memorials of the 
life and 
deeds of one of the most remarkable 
women 
the Orient 
has ever 
pro- 
duced, writes W. St. Chad 
Bosca- 
wen in the London Globe, and one 
who from her resemblanjce in mental 
capacity and enterprise to oilr own 
Virgin Queen, may be fitly styled the 
Elizabeth of Egypt. 


The daughter of Thothmes I. by 
his beautiful wife. Queen Aahnaes, 
was early associated with her father, 
and 
on 
the 
walls 
of 
the 
birth 
chamber of the temple we see the 
scenes representing her birth as a 
divl- 
incarnation 
of her 
father, 
Amen-Ra. 
All 
monarchs 
of 
t^e 
great Theban 
dynasties 
were sup- 
posed to be children of Amen. 
On 
another wall ^ is depicted the 
cere- 
mony of her coronation as King, for 
she 
assumed 
male 
attire, 
even 
a 
false beard, and used all the kingly 
titles in her inscriptions* 


One very important series of sculp- 
tures is'that which represents the re- 
turn of the great naval expedition 
which she sent to the incense pro- 
ducing land of Punt, probably So- 
mallland, 
which 
under 
Kashi, 
her 
Admiral, the Raleigh of the period, 
returns lad^n with rich treasure and 
strange animals, birds and 
plants. 
The new volume on the exploration 
which has just been issued by the 
exploration fund contains some ypry 
interesting matter, for it relates to 
the shrine of Amen-Ra and the fore- 
court, all of which were richly decor- 
ated with sculptures. 


The 
shrine, 
which 
consisted oC 
two rooms, was entered by a lofty 
granite doorway, and on either side 
of the door representations of 
the 
man queen, wearing the crowns of 
upper and lower Egypt. 
A specially 
interesting scene here represents the 
Queen being brought before Amen, 
and tlie god Thoth, or Hermes, acts 
as priest, and introduces her with a 
curious address: 


*'She salutes thee; she speaks (to 
thee)v 
She cools thee 
Avith water, 
she gives thee incense. 
The double 
is satisfied when she fumigates thee 
with the eye of thy own body, her 
incense. 
O, 
Amen, 
lord 
of 
the 
thrones of the two lands, when thou 
restctn in thy abode, where thy beau- 
ties are worshiped, grant her life, 
strength and. happiness." 


Such is the threshold prayer. 
Tho 
shrine ao doubt contained the two 
sacred 
boats of the 
morning 
and 
evening, boats in which he 
sailed 
across the sky. 
In the inner 
and 
shrine chamber 
was the 
splendid 
shrine of ebony, in which the statua 
of the god was kept. 


In Egypt, unlike other lands ex- 
cept Greece, the names of artists of 
great works are known, and handed 
down. 
In regard to this great tem- 
ple we know that the architect was a 
man 
named 
Senmut—Avho, in 
ad- 
dition to his. artistic abilities, was a 
Minister of State, "Chancellor," and 
•'Bearer of the Royal Seal." 
He it 
was who built this and man^' other 
temples for his royal mistress. 
The 
work of decoration was given to a 
man named Tehuti, the record of 
whose life is found on a stela discov- 
ered by the Marquess of Northamp- 
ton.

Ants liive on Lire. 


In their migration from plant to 
plant the lice are often aided by their 
fostei'-mothers, the ants, for many 
species are carefully cared for and 
guarded by the ever diligent ants. A 
peculiar, sweetish liquid called "hon- 
ey dew." is secreted by the aphides 
of which the ants are extremely fond. 
To secure this they herd the aphides, 
much as if they were little green cat- 
tle, 
Frequently an ant may be seen 
tapping an aphid with her antennae, 
upon whl(?h a drop of the honey dew 
Is exuded and 
quickly lapped 
up. 
Thus, the ants are probably entirely 
responsible for carrying the young 
aphides which affect the strawberry 
roots in Delaware. Maryland. New 
Jersey and elspwhere, from the fo- 
liage down to the roots, and for car- 
rying them from plant to plant, as 
the plants wither from their injury. 
The melon louse is similarly carried 
oy the ant? 
f morilhl2S394590$P 
by the ants from hill to hill. 
But 
most remarkable of all is the case of 
the corn-root aphis, which lays its 
eggs in ants' nests in the fall, where 
they are carefully guarded all Winter 
and in the spring the young aphides 
are carried by the auts to the roots 
of their favorite food plants.—E, D.

To Confine Hogs in Pasture. 


Can you give a plan for a movable 
fence lO use in confining hogs while 
pasturing? 


Answer--Whero lumber is avail- 
able. a triangle of four-inch boards 
may be made for footings, and three 
feet or threr^ and one-half feet fence 
panels placed in them. 
The bottom 
hoards of panel might be seven inches 


wide. 
It and the top boards should 
be six inches longer than the middle 
boards, which may be placed four 
inches apart. 
The ]iunels may be 
made ten or twelve feet long, two- 
inch notcnes are sawed in the centre 
of the botto-^-« board of the triangle 


and the 
top of 
it to receive 
the 
panels. The triangles or foot holders 
of the panels may be anchored by 
stakes ^t the bottom and long poles 
wired on the panels along the bottom 
to prevent the pigs moving it out of 
line. 


Care of Creamery IMilk. 


In response to the Produce Re- 
view's requést for instructions to pa- 
trons as to the b^est care of milk 
from the stable to the creamery, the 
following directions were prepared: 
This is a very important question, 
and 
every farmer 
and butter 
or 
cheesemaker should give it his ut- 
most attention. 
If the milk comes 
from a healthy cow, and is kept in 
a clean and sanitary place and given 
proper care, then every graduate of 
any dairy school is able to make good 
butter or cheese to grade extra. This 
very subject came up in this factory 
three years ago, and I wrote out the 
following rules, which I handed to 
the'patrons, and the result was a 
success: 


Remove the milk of every cow at 
once from the stable to a clean, dry 
room, where theairispure and sweet. 
Do not allow cans to remain in sta- 
bles while they are being filled. 


Strain the milk through a metal 
gauze and a flannel cloth or layer of 
cotton as soon as it is drawn. 
Aerate 
and cool the milk as soon as strained. 
The milk should be aired first. This 
must be done in pure air, and it 
should then be cooled to about sixty 
degrees Fahrenheit, or temperature 
of ihe water. 


Never close a can containing warm 
milk which has ^been aerated. 
If 
cover is left off the can, a piece of 
cloth or mosquito netting should be 
used to keep out the insects. 


Milk should be held in tanks of 
fresh, cold water (flowing water pre- 
ferred) in a clean, dry, cold room. 
It should be stirred with a tin stirrer 
often enough to prevent forming a 
thick cream layer- 


Keep the night milk under shel- 
ter, so rain cannot get into the cans. 
In warm weather hold it in a tank 
of fresh water. 


Never mix fresh, warm milk with 
that which has been cooled. 
Do pot 
allow milk to freeze. 
Cleanliness 
and cold are 
the only 
preventives 
needed in the milk for this purpose. 


All milk should be in good condi- 
tion when delivered. 
When cans are 
hauled far they should be full, and 
carried in a spring wagon. 
In hot 
weather cover the cans, when moved 
Jn a wagon, with a clean, wejt blank- 
et or canvass. 


These directions might be used to 
good advantage by those who are 
occupied in making dairy products at 
tome, for we all realize that A1 


Sujigcslions About Dniryinic. 


It is a mistake to iet milk cool be 
fore separating, as it invariably en- 
tails a ""OSS of butter fat. 
Separation 
should take pUc« imriftdlately after 
milking. 


On the island of Jersey, the home 
of the Jersey cattle, ao attention is 
paid to the color of tbe animal, the 
great aim of the best br^flers being 
a graceful form and grand milking 
qualities. 
There are many 
colors 
there, from the silver gray down to 
the common red and white and a few, 
very few, black. 


Now is the time to decide what 
shall be grown for the late summer 
feeding to keep up the flow of milk. 
In estimating the value of a given 
food, take into consideration the di- 
gestible part only. 
The share of the 
protein for instance that, under or- 
dinary circumstances, passes through 
the cow undigested, is of no value so 
far as she is concerned and should 
not be counted upon in calculating 
the amount of material she would 
receive in her daily ration. 
Aside 
from alfalfa, corn of '"ourse is among 
the best forage plants, but cow peas, 
kaftir corn, sorghum and millet are 
worthy of attention. 


The dairy cow should be bred for 
generation 
in 
milking 
lines; 
she 
should be of a typical dairy tpye and 
a strong vigorous constitution and 
milking capacity which are nearly 
always inherited qualities. 


Wherever cows are kept, the cream 
is regarded as the important part of 
the milk, while the skim milk goes to 
the pigs or poultry. 
Of course, it is 
utilized and ultimately comes around 
as food, but it may be better to make 
a more direct use of it. 
The skim 
milk contains a valuable portion of 
the most nutritious food. 
In taking 
the cream, only a portion of thenutri- 
ment is removed. 
The skim milk is 
allowed to become slightly sour, or 
clabbered. 
The pan is then set on 
a cool part of the stove to warm 
gently, or on the top of a kettle of 
boiling 
water. 
It 
should get 
no 
warmer than the heat of new milk, 
when the whey will appear clear and 
separate from the curd. 
When repa- 
ration takes place, pour the whole 
into a bag of thin material and hang 
to drain. 
When it ceases to drip, 
turn the curd from the bag and mix 
with salt and a little cream.—The 
Epitomist. 


Suggestions to Farmers, 


It pays to be amiable in the cow 
stable. 


Never strike a cow. 
Never speak 
roughly to her. 


Anything irregular affects the per- 
centage of butter fats. 


Pet the cows; pet the heifers; give 
them a little sugar with the salt. 


Sugar will help to gentle any cow 
that is inclined to be nei-vous and 
wild. 
Try it. 


A new milker will at first get less 
miik from a cow than one to whom 
the animal is accustomed. 


In no section of the country should 
a poultry house be so constructed 
that fowls in it will be subjected to 
draughts. 


In buying a horse reject one with 
scraggy hips. 
They never do credit 
to feeding, particularly if also sinck 
in the loins. 


The larger the animal the larger 
must be the sustenance ration, which 
must be deducted from the feed be- 
fore the profit begins. 


After the harvest work is finished 
up is a good time to put in a drain- 
age where needed. 
This Is some- 
thing that should be done thoroughly 
and well, and not hurriedly. 


In order to keep poultry, it is not 
necessary that they be allowed to 
run around the kitchen door. 
They 
will do just as well if the table scraps 
are carried to them elsewhere. 


Reject a horse with forelegs not 
straight. ' They will not stand wear. 
Stand behind the horse as he walks 
away from you and you will be able 
to notice these defects if they exist. 


Good profit can he made on poul- 
try raising as an independent enter- 
prise, but up to a certain limit poul- 
try meat and eggs can be produced 
mox-e cheaply on the farm than any 
place else. 


Oatmeal, boiled and mado into a 
gruel 
and 
added 
to 
the 
bweet 
skimmed milk, is one of the best 
foods for calves. 
Add a little flax- 
seed jelly, and your calves will grow 
like weeds. 


The draft horse has been in de- 
mand in our iiii-.rket for many years 
and will ccnMtue to bring good prices 
when other breeds are down in price. 
The amateur horseman will do well 
to bear this point in miud in starting 
in the business of horse breeding.

Take from the fire, add a 
teaspoonful of vanilla, and turn out 
into a pan on a buttered marble slab.

over the chocolate. 
Cut into strips 
two inches long and one inch w^ido

tle stirring. 
Drop in teaspoonfuls in 
the buttered paper.

Omelette SoufWo. 


Beat the whites of six eggs until 
they stand alone, and the yolks until 
lemon colored and thick. 
Add to the 
yolks two tablespoonfuls pulverized 
sugar and a little lemon juice, beat- 
ing 
well 
together. 
Fold 
in the 
whites. 
Put a small piece of butter 
in the frying pan, which should be 
smooth and absolutely clean. 
Let it 
melt over a slow fire, then add the 
omelette, taking great care that it 
does 
not burn. 
When

carefully to the oven, strew the top 
with powdered sugar and glaze. 
Or 
heap the omelette by the spoonful 
into a buttered pan or into individ- 
ual buttered paper cases, dust with 
powdered sugar and bake in a moder- 
ate oven to golden brown. 
Twelve 
minutes will be required for the bak- 
ing, and it must be served at once 
before it falls. The French frequent- 
ly flavor with orange flower water 
instead of lemon.

A Rear-End CoIIisioa. 


A rear end collision occurred at Porter*8 
Siding between two freight trams on the 
W. M. Railroad at 3:15 p. ni. Wednesday, 
Aug. S, Avhich resulted in the instant kill- 
ing of fireman Clinton E, linger, of Han- 
over, and the wrecking of two engines, a 
caboose and three cars. We were unable 
to ascertain who was directly responsible 
for the wreck. One report attributed it 
to carelessness on the part of employes, 
and another to the air connoctioa failing 
to work. 


Local freight No. 112 was sttmding in 
fiont of the station when an extra freight 
with two engines (a so-called double-head- 
er) drawing 14 battleships, or extra large 
coal cars, came around the curve on the 
main track and crashed into the rear end 
of No. 112, completely wrecking the en- 
gines of the rear train, demolishing the 
caboose and three cars of the local in front, 
and instantly killing fireman Unger. 


The front engine on the double header, 
which ran into local No. 112, was in 
charge of engineer Frank Baily, with 
Clinron E. Unger as fireman, and the sbc- 
ond engine, which was couplcd to the first 
was in charge of engineer Debold, with 
Albert Bowman as fireman. On coming 
around the curve at Porter*s both engi- 
neers and fireman Bowman jumped for 
their livee and shouted to Unger to do 
likewise, but h e failed to respond for some 
reason or other, and when the crash came 
the tender mounted the engine and pin- 
ned the unfortunate man against the boil- 
er, causing instant death. The engines 
and cars were piled up in such a manner 
that it was impossible to extricate the 
body until the arrival of the wreck crew 
from Hagerstown, which was telegraphed 
for and which arrived about 7:30 p. m., 
when the body was removed from the 
wreck and was brought to Hanover at 8:45, 
where it was prepared for burial at the 
undertaking establishment of Bair Bros. 


The victim of the accident, who would 
have been 27 years of age Sunday, had 
only been on the road a few months and 
had intended celebrating his birthday by 
going to Pen-Mar, it being his intention 
to quit railroading at that time and start- 
ing for the west. 


Deceased, who was unmarried, was a 
member of Friendly Circle No. 19, Broth- 
erhood of the Union. 
He is survived by 
four brothers and six sisters. 


Porters seems to be the Western Mary- 
land's hoo-doo, this being the fifth or 
sixth more or less serious wreck occurring 
at that point within a year. 


In jumping from the second engine of 
the double-header just before the crash, 
fireman Bowman wrenched his left leg 
severely. 
AVhen the crash came, two 
horses being diven by a farmer in an ad- 
joining field, in a plow, fell to the ground 
as though they had been shoe, and it was 
several minutes before the fright wore off.

UCH of the strength developed by socialism is due to the 
fact that socialists advocate certain reforms which individu- 
alists also advocate. 
Take, for illustration, the public own- 
ership of waterworks. 
It is safe to say that a large ma- 
jority of the people living in cities of any considerable size 
favor their public ownership—individualists because it is 
practically Impossible to have more than one water system 
in a city, and socialists on the general ground that the gov- 
ernment should own all the means of production and dlstri« 
bution. 
The sentiment in favor of municipal lighting plauts is not yet so 
strong, and the sentiment in favor of public telephones and public street car 
lines is still less pronounced; but the same general principles apply to them, 
and Individualists, without accepting the creed of socialism, can advocate the 
extension of municipal ownership to these utilities. 


Then, too, some of the strength of sociaiism is due to its côndemnatlon 
of abuses which, while existing under individualism, are not at all necessary 
to indvidualism—abuses which the individualists are as anxious as the so- 
cialists to remedy. 
It is not only consistent with individualism, but is a 
necessary implication of it, that the competing parties should be placed upon 
substantially equal footing; for competition is not worthy of that name if 
one party is able arbitrarily to fix the terms of the agreement, leaving the 
other with no choice but to submit to the terms prescribed. 
Individualists, 
for Instance, can consistently advocate usury laws which fix the rate of in 
terest to be charged, these laws being justified on the ground that the bor 
rower and the lender do not stand upon an equal footing. 
Where the money- 
lender is left free to take advantage of the necessities of the borrower, the 
so-called freedom of contract is really freedojn to extort. 
Upon the 
same 
ground, society can justify legislation against child labor and legislation 11m 
iting the hours of adnlt labor. 
One can believe in competition and stiil fa 
vor such limitations and restrictions as will make the competiti(^n real and ef- 
fective. 
To advocate individualism it is no more necessary to excuse the 
abuses to which competition may lead than it is to defend the burning of a 
city because fire is essential to human comfort, or to praise a tempest be 
cause air is necessary to human life,—The Century,

Always slice your onions and cu- 
cumbers two or three hours before 
you put them into a salad and let 
them lie in cold water.

A tablespoonful of paraffin added to 
each three gallons of water when boil- 
ing white clothes will help to remove 
the stains. 


Have handy a stone or steel for 
sharpening knives and keep the knives 
in good condition. 
Good tools make 
rapid work. 


If eggs are to be boiled hard, hav« 
the water boiling when the eggs are 
put in it. 
This will preveut the yolks 
turning dark. 


Add a pinch of salt to cream before 
whipping and whip it in a pitcher, as 
it will whip more quickly than in a 
bowl. 


People with poor digestion should 
drink no water with meals, but take 
a glassful half an hour before, and 
drink plentifully an hour or so after 
each meal. 


A child's school lunch basket can 
be kept sweet and clean by dipping 
it first into hot salt water, then into 
cold water about once a month.

mory of A Mammoth 
Cotfonwood 
Plantvd 35 Years Ago in Gn^olejr. 


It is a pleasing coincidence that 
the oldest and largest tree in Gree- 
ley was planted by the oldest woman 
in town, Mrs. Abigail Dunham, now 
in her ninetieth year. 


The tree is a cottonwood, tjne ol 
the many surrounding the Dunham 
residence 
on 
Righth 
avenue 
and 
Twelfth street, and attracts instant 
attention 
not only because of 
its 
size, but also because of Us symme- 
try. 
The tree measures fifteen feet 
in cirmumference and is seventy-five 
feet high. 


When Greeley was young, in fact, 
when it had just celebrated its first 
birthday, In 1S71, the women colon- 
ists began to long for the green fields 
and forests of their New England 
homes. 
The men. too, missed 
the 
verdure and began to talk about set- 
ting out trees and shrubbery. 
At 
that time the late ex-Gov. B. H, 
Eaton was living on his river ranch 
near where is now located the town 
of \Yindsor. 
He told the colonists 
that on his rach were growing a 
number of small trees which they 
might have by coming after them. 


I^lrs. Dunham's husband and 
N. 
C. Meeker, the founder,of the col- 
ony, availed themselves of this offer 
and made a three days* trip to the 
Eaton 
ranch, bringing 
home 
fifty 
saplings. 
When the trees 
arrived 
Mrs. Dunham selected the smallest in 
the lot. which was less than four 
feet high, and planted it with her 
own hands. 
Perhaps there was vir- 
tue in her touch, for the cottonwood 
grew and thrived above all others. 
One 
day 
a 
crusade 
was 
started 
against the cottonwood trees. 
Peo- 
ple said that the soft, cottony seeds 
were blown upon their lawns and 
made them untidy. 
The big 
tree 
was a cotton bearer and the edict 
came that it must go. 


But somehow it was not slain with 
the others. 
Perhaps the woodman 
was tender hearted because of the 
associations hovering about It. or 
maybe because of the aged woman 
who stood looking on—anyway, its 
life was spared, and it still stands, 
the noblest of them all, sturdy, beau- 
tiful and helpful. In its old age, like 
the pioneer woman who planted It 
thirty-five years ago.—Greeley cor- 
respondence Denver Republican.

Peter Besancon. who was one of La- 
fayette's followers, and who died at 
Warsaw, N. Y.. in 1855, is believed 
to have been the longest surviving 
witness of Andre's death, Avhlch oc- 
curred October. 1780. 


The annals of many countries bear 
witness to occasional instances 
ol 
longevity In those ''whose business 
'tis to die." 
Samuel Gibson, who was 
a soldier at Waterloo, died Decem- 
ber 15, 1S91. aged 101; 
Who was 
tho last Waterloo officer is the sub- 
ject of considerable doubt, but the 
aistiuction was claimed for Lieuten- 
ant Maurice Shea, who died Febru- 
ary 5, 1892, and who fell short one 
year of being a centenarian. 
Veteran 
sailors are almost 
as common 
as 
veteran soldiers. 
Admiral Sir Prove 
Wallis, who died February 13, lSi)2, 
in his 101st year, was one of the 
Lieutenants of the Shannon 
when 
she captured the Chesapeake In 1813. 
Rear Admiral Thomas O. Selfrldge 
tho elder, of our own navy, who was 
born In 1 804. was a rival of Wallis 
in length of days. 


Lives that span the historic past 
and the present are commoner than 
are generally supposed. 
On June 18 
the son of a Revolutionary soldier 
took part in decorating at Saugus the 
graves of his father's comrades.— 
Boston Transcript.

The supply of gum has been falling 
off steadily ever since paper makers 
began using spruce wood for pulp, ani 
it is only a matter of time when there 
will be none at all. This year the ex- 
ceptional decrease is due to the inabil- 
ity of the gatherers to get about read- 
ily In the woods. 


The gum is crystallzed pitch whi-'h 
exudes from the seams oi 
the trees 
during the hot summer mouths. 
As 
the weather cools the pitch forms la 
crystals, and this Is 
pldced by 
the 
gatherers or gummers after tho snow 
comes. As the best gum trees grow 
on exposed cliffs and rocky, 
uneven 
ground, the gummers take advantage 
of deep snows and snowshoes ta gath- 
€'r the supply. 
When there Is 
litti'» 
snow It Is Impossible to get about :ii 
the best reaches of forest timber anl 
the supply dwindles.

These lovely shells are 
offered for sale at nearly all the sea- 
side resorts, but are not found, except 
in very rare cases, on our coast. They 
are natives of the seas of warm clim- 
ates and of deep waters. 
Because of 
their frailness they are seldom found 
in perfect condition, the edges usually 
being more or less cracked or chipped, 
and for this reason an unblemished 
specimen 
is 
exceedingly 
valuable. 
These shells belong to the female, 
and, so far as known, have no other 
use than to protect the eggs which 
are deposited within them. 


The nautilus has been the subject 
of much romance and conjecture. 
It 
was supposed to have the power of 
pumping air into or out of its shell, 
so that it might float or sink at will, 
and, from its position when swim- 
ming, with the open part above the 
surface of the water, was thought to 
sail, instead of swim, catching the 
breeze in the hoodlike shell. 
Another 
euggested thought came from the fact 
of its having many divisions or sepa- 
rate chambers in the shell, beginning 
in the centre and growing regularly 
larger In spiral form. 
This was ac- 
counted for by supposing that the ani- 
mal as it Increased in size and out- 
grew its original house withdrew itself 
from crowded quarters and grew a 
larger compartment to accommodate 
its greater bulk. 
This process, often 
repeated, 
finally 
produced 
a 
large 
shell, with many outgi'own rooms. 
It

W^HITTIER'S CONVERSION. 


A party of young people, visiting the 
historic places in New England, spent 
a day in '»Whittier Land," as the sec- 
tion of Essex County has come to be 
called where Whittier lived and wrote. 


At the old home in Amesbury Mr. 
Pickard, Mr. Whittier's nephew^ by 
marriage, who lives iu the old house, 
received them graciously, and showed 
them many articles associated with the 
poet's life and work. 
As the exhibi- 
tion of these articles led to discussions 
of his life and character, one and an- 
:>ther expressed surprise at some of the 
characteristics of Whittier which the 
risit disclosed. 


The poet was seen to be not merely 
genial but Jolly; his playfulnes» ap- 
peared again and again in connection 
iritk the fuemorlea of iiis life and vork. 


The zealous reformer and the benign 
old Quaker merged into a man genniUB- 
l y mirthful, but terribly in earnest; 
a man of faith and reverence, but a 
man also of quaint little foibles of his 
own, and otld little Avays of making 
quiet fun. Besides this, they were sur- 
prised to discover how large was the 
Influence of Mr. Whittier iu matters 
of current interest. 
Living his quiet 
life apart from the world, he was 
none tlie less an ardent and aggressive 
politician. 


"You are right," said Mr, Pickard, 
"when you say that Whittier was a pol- 
itician. He was one by nature, and he 
contimied to bo one all his life. 
He 
did not care greatly to discuss poeti^y; 
he was always ready to discuss poli- 
tics. 
He wrote letters to Presidents 
and Governors and Senators, approv- 
ing or suggesting official acts. 


"It was not only his poem. 'The Pris- 
oner For Debt,' but his active Influence 
upon 
men 
in political 
life 
which 
brought a repeal of the laws for im- 
prisonment for debt, and that by a 
majority of one vote. And I could tell 
you many facts which reveal his in- 
fluence in politics, both in the accom- 
plishment of ends, he deemed desirable 
in Amesbury town meetings, and in 
such larger matters as dissuading John 
C. Fremont from standing as a candi- 
date of the Abolitionists against Lin- 
coln in 1864. Whittier at one time in- 
tended to go to Congress, and had laid 
his plans with great political sagacity," 


"What deterred him?" was asked. 
•'When he was about twentj'-five," 
replied Mr. Pickard, "Whittier experi- 
enced what can be called nothing less 
than a conversion. 
He had been a 
rather gay young Quaker, and was 
very ambitious. 
But he faced the 
question of the use to which he should 
devote his life, and in the love of God 
and of his fellow^ men he espoused an 
unpopular cause that meant the de- 
feat of his political ambitions. Always 
a politician, he 
sacrificed his 
own 
hopes of political preferment to his re- 
ligious convictions." 


"And he did not lose his gaiety?" 
"No, he recovered It. There had been 
running through his writings a strain 
of pessimism. A new note of cheerful- 
ness came with the change I mention. 
He had a hard battle to tight, and he 
fought it out bravely. And his buoy- 
ancy and cheerfulness and confidencc 
In God increased with iiis loyalty to 
duty." 


The yonng people went away wun a 
new light on the character of W^hittler, 
and more than ever admirers of hi» 
life and work.—Youth's Companion. 


THE ONE-LEGGED "LEFTIES."

comes liquid. The liquid is drawn off 
into Insulated vessels, and keeps for 
days, gradually lessening until it is 
all evaporated.

Tho public is perfectly familiar with 
the grepnish-<blue rays oif the Peter 
Cooper Hewitt light. 
"Artiihial day- 
light" is manufactured on the same 
general principal, but judging from the 
tests at tho g.-trdon it is a great im- 
provement over the Hewitt lignt. 
Sus- 
pended from the ceiling of the lobby 
of the garden and standing out a little 
way from the side walls is an endless 
tube of glass, filled with 
luminous 
smoke, which takes on different colors 
at v/ill. 
Ordinarily the light it gives 
out is clear, warm and white, quite 
lacking in glare or disagreeable inten- 
sity. 
Every nook ana crevice of the 
garden's entrance is illuminated, and 
there is not the slightest discomfort 
to the eyes of those subjected to thi 
rays. 
Briefly, the principle involved 
in this light is that of filling a vac 
cuum tube with chemical vapors which 
will conduct electricity, taking on in 
the process a marvelous' luminosity. 
The field of usefulness for the new 
light is, aa a matter of course, prac- 
tically unlimited.
